W ith this firm refusal put on 
record, all conjecture concerning 
American participation in a con­ 
sultative pact at London becomes 
idle. for the whole idea, so far as 
the Fnited States is concerned, was 
predicated upon Britain s ability to 
come to term s with France on the 
security issue. 
It can be stated authoritatively 
that the adm inistration views the 
collapse of the consultative pact 
project with relief. 
Even the most ardent supporters 
of the conference have never b*»en 
more than lukewarm towards Sec­ 
retary of State Stimson's entering 
any kind of a political pact at Lon­ 
don. however, innocuous, and that
